ence yesterday afternoon, and agreed to 
a setUemenj. of the existing milk war 
011 the basis of 31 cents a can, straight 
price, the contractors taking the risfc 
of surplus on a basis of 2 cents'a can. 


This settles the fight which has been 


carried ou for the past 10 days. 
The 


settlement was reached by mutual con- 
cessions. 
The contractors conceded 


that the stipulation on their contract 
cards, under which Jhey claimed the 
right ro change prices at any time dur- 
ing the season was act equitable, and 
agreed thai no such change should be 
made without an approving rote of the 
contractors' and union's directors. The 
contractors also conceded the demand 
for a straight price in preference to a 
higher price i\ iih a surplus charge back. 


The price agreed upon is a little low- 


er than the net price, based OB last 
year's figures—about .1 ceut per can— 
but the desire of the producers was so 
strong for a straight price for milk that 
they agreed to this proposition. 
A bet- 


ter figure seemed to be out of the ques- 
tion, apd any insistence in that direc- 
tion would have caused a breaking off 
of the negotiations. 


The producers allow the contractors 


2 cents a can in order to be free from 
the surplus charge-back, so that it shall 
fall heaviest upon the producers near 
Boston, and lightest upon those ship- 
ping from remote poiuts, 


A small minority of the directors wer« 


Inclined to hold out for the 31%-eent 
price, and one favored a &2-cent straight 
price. 
The great majority, however, 


believed the 31-cent offer, under the con- 
ditions which accompanied it, a fair 
one, and voted for it. 


Doubtless some of the radicals will be- 


lieve that this was an unwise settle- 
ment, but the great body of producers 
will probably commend' it.

Skoog on Tuesday attempted to pass 


50 kroner notes on the Bank of Copen- 
hagen, at the banking house of C. B. 
Richardson & Co. The notes, although 
dated 1837, were crisp and new. They 
were apparently good, however, and 
were accepted, Skoog being paid Amer- 
ican money in exchange.

ments after Skoog left another man en- 
tered and presented some similar notes. 
This looked suspicious, and Skoog was 
recalled. 
He was, however, moving 


away when an official threatened to call 
a policeman, and Skoog fled down 
Broadway, followed by two policemen 
and a crowd.

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TEAL 


By Louis Roie. 


'Although there are many lovers of 


real to be found, it would be hard to 
|nd cn» who can tell you what special 
Bavor the meat has that is lilted. The 
fact is, veal is nearly tasteless and if it 
has much flavor when cooked, it derives 
it from the stuffing or sauce that accom- 
i>aaics the meat. 


It is « meat that cannot be kept 
••y great leajfth of time as a rule, and 
Is best whea white, fine grained and not 
too heavy. 


BOILED LOIN OF VEAI* 


If dressed ivith care and served with 


good sauces, this when the meat is 
small and white, is an excellent dish, 
and often more acceptable to persons of 
delicate habit than roast veal. Take 
from eijfht to ten pounds of the beat end 
of the loiii, leave the kidney in with all 
Its fat, skewer or bind donrij the flap, 
lay the meat into cold water, and boil 
it as gently as possible from two hours 
ami n quarter to two hour* and a half, 
dearirij off"tlie skum perfectly, as in 
dressing the fillet. Send it to the table 
with well made oyster sauce, or be- 
chamel, or 
with 
white 
sauce well 


flavored with lemon juice, and with 
parsley, boiled, pressed dry, and finely 
chopped. 


STEWED LOIN OP VEAI* 
Take part of a loin veal, the chump 


end will do; put into a large, thick, well 
tinned iron saucepan, or.into a stewpan, 
•bout a couple of ounces of butter, and 
shake it over a moderate fire until it 
begins to brown; flour the v«al well all 
over, lay -It into the saucepan, and when 
It is of a fine, equal light brown, pour 
gradually in veal broth, gravy, or boil- 
ing water to nearly half its depth; add 
a little salt, one or two sliced carrots, a 
small onion, or more when the flavor is 
much liked, and a bunch of parsley; 
stew the veal very softly for an hour 
or more; then turn it, and let it stew for 
nearly or quite another hour, or loager 
should it appear not perfectly done. As 
non« of our receipts have been tried 
with' large, coarse veal, the cooking 
must be regulated by that circumstance, 
and longer time allowed should the 
meat be of jnore than middling size. 
Dish the joint; skim all the fat from the 
gravy, and strain it over the meat; or 
keep the joint hot while it is rapidly re- 
duced to a richer consistency. This is 
merely a plain family stew. 


VEAL OLIVES. 


Cnt long, thin slices, beat them, lay 


thorn on thin slices of fat bacon, and 
over these a layer of forcemeat, sea- 
soned high with some shred shalot and 
Cayenne. Roll them tight, about the 
size of two "fingers, but not more than 
two "or three iuches long; fasten them 
round with a small skewer, rub egg over 
them, and fry them of a light brown. 
Serve with brown gravy, in which boil 
•ome mushrooms, pickled or fresh. 
Garnish with balls fried. 


VEAL CKOQUETTBS. 
Pound, hi a marble mortar, cold veal 


and fowl, with a little suet, some ' 
chopped lemon peel, lemon thyme, 
chives, and parsley. 
Season with nut- 


meg, 
pepper and salt; mix all well to- 
gether, and add the yolk of an egg well 
beaten; roll it into balls and dip them 
into an egg beaten up, then sift bread 
crumbs over them, and fry them in 
butter. 


PIQUANT MINCE. 


Take the remains of a joint of roast 


beef and mince it very finely with some 
olives. Boil together for twenty min- 
utes half a pint of vinegar, a small 
clove of garlic, two shallots, a bay leaf 
and bunch of herbs. Add three-quarters 
of a pint of brown stock made from the 
beef bones. Rub one ounce of butter 
Into one ounce of flour, add it to the 
sauce, boil up while stirring and strain 
into a clean saucepan. Add the finely 
chopped meat, free from fat and gristle, 
and let all heat through slowly. Mean- 
while prepare the garnish by frying 
Binairballs of mashed potato to a golden 
brown and stoning n few olives. Place 
the meat in a fancy dish and garnish 
the edg« with the potato balls and 
olives. 


GERMAN HORNS. 


Scald B pint of milk, add two ounces 


€>f butter, and when lukewarm, put in a 
yeast cake which has been dissolved, a 
teaapoonful of sugar and sufficient flour 
to make a soft dough. Knead lightly, 
replace ia the bowl and let stand for 
three hours. Roll out, efit into crescents 
•nd place in a greased pan to remain in 
a warm place for one hour. Bake in a 
quick oven fifteen mimutes. Five min- 
utes before they are don* draw them 
from the oven, brush them with a glaze 
madwbjr heating together a tablespoon- 
ful of sugar, the white of one egg and 
a tablespoonfnl of milk. Dust quickly 
with chopped ulinoads and put back in 
the oven to brown. 


CUTLETS A L'INDIENNB. 
Work two ounces of butter on a plate 


with a knife and stir into it two tea- 
spoonfuls of chopped green or 
red 


chillies, half a teaspoonful of made 
mustard and one teaspoonful of grated 
horse-radish. Trim one pound of lamb 
or ve'al cutlets neatly, spread both sides 
with the mixture and lay them on a 
creased gridiron to cook over a clear, 
bright fire. • Turn them three or four 
times and serve at once on a hot dish 
with one teespoonful of walnut catsup 
and the juice of half a Umon poured 


them. 


HEAD CHEESE. 


Thoroughly clean the bog's head, tplit 


It in two, take out the eres and brains, 
cut off the note aad ear*, and pour 
Balding water over th« latter and the 
head, and scrape them clean. • Then 
rinse ell in cold water, and put into 
water to cov«r it; let it boil gently, 
taking off the scum as it rises; when 
boiled so that the bones leave the meat 
readily, take it from the water into a 
large wooden bowl or tray; take from it 
every particle of bone; chop the meat 
small and season to tacte frith salt and 
pepper, and if liked, -a little chopped 
sage or thyme: 'spread a cloth in a col- 
ander or sieve; set it in a deep dish, 
and put the meat in, then fold th'e cloth 
closely over it, lay a plate on, which 
may press equally th* whole surface. 
L«t the w-eizLt be m*re «r leas heavy, 
accorolag as you may wish the cheese 
to be fat or lean; a heavy weight by 
pressing out the fat, will of course leave 
the cheec* lean. 


When cold, scrape off whatever fat 


may be fonnd on the outside of the 
cloth, and keep the cheese in the cloth 
in a coal place, to be eaten sliced thin, 
with or without mustard and vinegar, 
or catsup. 


PLANKED SHAD. 


Clean a shad and plac* it skin down 


on an oak plank -thoroughly heated. 
Jprinkie with salt, pepper and lemon 
juice after brushing with melted butter, 
and bake twenty-five minutes in a hot 
oven. Garnish with radishes cut to rep- 
regent flowers, parsley and a border of 
potato roses made as follows: To two 
cups of hot riced potato, add two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, half a teaspoooful 
of salt and the yolks of three eggs 
slightly beaten. Shape, brush over with 
beaten egg diluted with a teaspoonful 
of v ater and browa in a hot oven. 


BOILED SALT MACKEREL. 


Let the mackerel soak twelve hours, 
changing 
the 
water several times. 


Cover with fresh water, add a dash of 
vinegar, a bay leaf, a sprig of parsley 
and half an onion, sliced. When the 
water boils, rtmove'the kettle to n place 
where the water will bubble slightly on 
one side. Let stand fifteen minutes, 
drain the fish, dress on a folded napkin, 
surround with parsley ajid serve with 
cream horse-radish sauce served in a 
gravy boat. 


RICE JELLY. 


Cook six ounces of rice in a quart of 


milk until tender and allow it to cool. 
Whip this with a large cupful of cream, 
an ounce of melted gelatine, powdered 
sugar to sweeten, a tablespoonful of 
orange flower water or a teaspoonful of 
strained lemon juice. Pour this into a 
mould which has been buttered and 
lightly stvewn with candied fruit. 


BERRY SHORT CAKE. 
One quart of sifted flour, one-fourth 


of a pound of butter, or butter and suet 
together, chopped fine in the flour, two 
heaping teaspoons of white sugar, two 
teaspoons of baking powder, all wet 
with cold water or milk to the right con- 
sistency, and rolled quite thin, as for 
jolly cake. Bake ia sheets in a quick 
oven, till just done, without browning. 
Then spread fruit of any kind twice the 
thickness of the layers, alternating fruit 
»nd layers until the whole is as thick as 


' desired. Strawberries should be washed 


an hour before using, and well sprinkled 
with sugar. Return to the oven with 
the fruit, and brown the sides and top. 
Serve with cream. Apple jam or sauce, 
1 canned peaches mashed, rich rhubarb 
sauce, or best lemon paste can be sub- 


, etituted for berries, 
/ 


; 
RICE BALLS WITH MUTTON. 
Press cold boiled rice through a col- 


ander, season well with salt and pepper 
and a little chopped parsley. Flour the 
hand and take into it about a table- 
spoonful of the rice, press it into a 
cake, place in the centre a piece of but- 
ter the size of a hickory nut and fold 
the rice over to form a little ball. Stand 
the balls about two inches apart in a 
baking pan, brush them with milk, then 
"with melted butter and brown in a 
Quick oven. They are delicious to serve 
with boiled mutton. 


COTTAGE PUDDING. 


One egg, one-half cup sugar, one cup 
| milk, butter half the size of an egg, one 
j pint of Hour, one teaspoonful of cream 


of tartar, one-half teaspoonful of soda. 
Bake about 20 minutes in a round tin. 
Sauce: One cap of sugar, one heap- 


ing tablespoon of flour, or cornstarch; 
mix dry, and add about a pint of boiling 
water. Boil till clear and add the juice 
of oueMemon and a small piece of butter 
and a little salt. You may use canned 
grape juice or currant juice instead of 
lemon.

HOMINY WAFFLES. 


One teacnpful of cooked hominy, one 


egg. one tablespoonful of butter, half a

NOVEL METHOD OF COOKING 
BEEFSTEAK. 


Buy a nice round steak. Spread over 


ft a dressing made of bread crumbs 
soaked in boiling water and seasoned 
with salt., pepper, butter and sage to 
taste. Roll the steak, tie it round and 
round with string ta keep it together, 
place IL iu a driving pau \vith a iilue 
water and' bake in a moderate oven.

LEMON BUNS. 


Rub two ounces of butter with half a 
tound of fionr and sweeten with aight 
ounces of sugar. Add the grated peel of 
a lemon and two well-beaten eggs, and 
put the mixture in spoonfuls on a 
greased baking tin. Bake in a moderate 
wen for about twenty minutes.

SEMI-COLON BILL KILLED 


Final Veto Not Reached, But End 


Expected Today 


Boston, April 11.—Although fillbu»tor- 


Ing prevented a vote on Ike main ques- 
tion, tlie so-called "Bsoai-cobu" bill, or 
measure to permit tbe sale of liquor 
by hotels after 11 o'clock at night, prac- 
tically received iis quietus in tbe state 
senate yesterday on a roll call. 
The 


senate had been thoroughly canvassed 
on the measure, and, bc-entiug defeat, 
those favoring the bill brought forward 
an amendment, providing that only 
first-class hotels should have the priv- 
ilege of belling liquor until 12 o'clock. 
There was, but a short debate on this 
question before it was defeated. 
Tbe 


advocates of the bill then resorted to 
dilatory tactics and were able to put 
the main bill over until today. 
There 


is very little hope, Eiowrever, of its final 
passage.

BOTHA REOPENS NEGOTIATIONS 


General Botha has reopened peaco 


negotiations with Lord Kitchener, the 
morning dispatches say. The belief is 
that there is n'ow a much increased 
hope of the war's ending:. It seems that 
General Botha has put Genleral Dewet 
out of his reckoning and that ^Te is at 
present taking all responsibility upon 
himself. His reasoning- is said to be 
that General Dewet is now ntot men- 
tally competent to wisely consider ne- 
gotiations -with Great Britian. The 
word "insane" has been used in the 
dispatches' to characterize General De- 
wet, General Dewet may be insane for the 
practical purpose of negotiating peace, 
but he does not seem to be insane re- 
garding the act of prosecuting war. It 
is more than likely the intrepid raider 
i£ now so influenced by his passioii 
against Great Brit-in that it is im- 
possible for hinv to accept the idea of 
any compromise whatever that will re-< 
turn less to the Transvaal and Orange 
Free State than was planuted for when 
the Boer's seat their ultimatum to the 
British government and first invaded 
British territory. 


The British belief now is that Gen- 


eral Botha will conclude peace without 
tbe voice of General Dewet and that 
with General Botha's forces 'out of the 
field General Dewet can be easily cap- 
tured.

THt NEW LAW fOR MERCHANTS 


Copy of th« Law Which is Being Dis- 


tributed to Local Dealers 


The following is a copy of the law 


on employment of women and minoi'g 
which in being distributee! to local mer- 
chants as reported yesterday. 


An act to require the posting of tima 


tables in mercantile esta-blishment^' L# 
it enacted, etc., as follows: Sactio'n 1. 
Section 10 of chapter 508 of the acts ot 
the year 1894. aa amended by section 
1 of chapter 378 of the acts of the 
year 1SOO, is hereby further araemleJ by 
adding at the end of said section the 
words: And every employer shall j ost 
in <i conspicuous place in every room 
•where such persons are 
employed a 


printed notice stating1 the number ot 
hours' -work required of them on »ach 
day of the week, the hours of com- 
mencing and stopping such work and 
the hour when the time or times al- 
lowed for dinner or for other trealu 
be#n and end. Tfte printed form of 
such notice shall be furnished by the 
chief of the district police and ehaii 
bs approved by the attorney gen^-al; 
and the employment of any such per- 
son for a longer time in any day than 
that so stated shall be deemed a vio- 
lation of this section; and for the pur- 
pose of this act the expression "mer- 
cantile establishments" shall have the 
following meaning: Any premises used 
for the 
urpose of trade in the pur- 


chase or sale of any goods or merchan- 
dise, and any premises used for tha pur 
poses of a restraint or for publicly 
providing- and serving meals— FO ay to 
read as follows: Section 10. J»'o minor 
under 18 years of age and no woman, 
Khali be employed in laboring in any 
mercantile establishment anymore than 
OS hours in any one week;provided that 
the restrictions imposed by this section 
shall not apply during the month of 
December in each year to persons em- 
ployed in shops for the sale of gooJy 
at retail; and every employer shall post 
in a conspicuous place in evai'y room 
where such) persons are employed a 
printed notice stc-tins the number of 
hours work reciuired of them on each 
day of the week, the hours commenc- 
ing and stopping such wn-jc. and the 
hour when the time or tiirws allowed 
for dinner or for other meals bt'gin 
and end. The printed form of such no- 
tice shall be furnished by the chtef of 
the district police and shall be upiiicv- 
ed by the attorney-general; and the em 
ployment of any such werson. for 
a longer time in any day than that 
so stated shall be deemed a violation 
of this section; and for ths purpose of 
this act the expression "mercantile es- 
tablishments" shall have Un following 
meanings: Any premises used for the 
purposes of trade in the 
purchase 


or erte of any goods or merchandise, 
and any premises used for the pur- 
poses of a restaurant or for tmblicly 
providing and serving meals. . 


Section 2. Any employer, superin- 


tendent or other agent of a mercantile 
establishment violating any of the pro- 
visions of the foregoing section shall be 
punished by a fine nqt ^xceeUing $100 
and not less than $50 for o-^ch offf-lis.^ 


Section 3. This act shall take effect 


upon its passage.

pagt year have exceeded $5000 which 
makes the office eligible for a second 
class office.

Have More 6t«*n Iload*—A Smoke 
Vent For Trmln»—BrltUh Railway 
Adopt* Baavace Check SyMem—A»

From present indications more than 


8,000 miles of railroad will be built 
in the United Slates this year, or over 
500 miles more than were built last 
year. From official sources The Rail- 
way Age has received information that 
contracts have been made—in somo 
cases construction is in progress—for 
5,908 miles of new track. From the 
hundreds of projects for railways, foot- 
ing up thouamds of miles, 53 seem 
most likely of early materialization. 
These projects are for 2,294 miles of 
new railroad. Adding this to the lines 
already under contract and construc- 
tion makes a total of 8,202 miles of 
track to be built. These 8,200 miles 
are distributed through 43 states and 
territories. The only parts of the coun- 
try in which railroad building is not 
now going on or is not in immediate 
prospect are Maine, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connec- 
ticut and Nevada. 


The regions in which the largest mile- 


age is under contract or construction, 
upon nearly 200 lines, are as follows: 
Texas, 7G3 miles, on 13 lines; Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory, G12 miles, 
on 9 lines; Georgia, COD miles, on 9 
lines; Pennsylvania, 300 miles, on 17 
lines; New Mexico, 230 miles, on 2 
lines; Illinois, 224 miles, on 4 lines; 
Arkansas, 198 miles, on 9 lines; Lou- 
isiana, 175 miles, on 4 lines; Minnesota, 
165 miles, on 5 lines, and Washington, 
165 miles, on 5 lines. 


The average length of the 200 lines 


which bare reached the contract or con- 
struction period is only about 30 miles. 
The building of short lines continues 
especially noticeable in Pennsylvania, 
where the 17 lines now under way ag- 
gregate only 300 miles, or less than 18 
miles each. In the e'astern and middle 
states, well supplied with trunk lines, 
the railway building of the future nat- 
urally will be confined to short roads. 


As for the six New England states, it 


eeems as if steam railroad building had 
ended when only three little lines, ag- 
gregating 38 miles, are reported under 
way. Nevertheless competitive track 
laying has not ceased in those thickly 
settled states, for the towns and the 
woods are full of electric railways, 
built, building and'projected, parallel- 
ing the steam roads and reaching all 
places to which the latter might have 
been inclined to build branches. 


A number of important lines are now 


under way in the southwest, such as 
the 4€0 mile extension of the Rock Is- 
land to E31 Paso, the ambitious enter- 
prise known as the Kansas City, Mexi- 
co and Orient, which proposes to build 
more than 900 miles of main line from 
Kansas City to the> Rio Grande and 
several hundred miles in Mexico; the 
320 miles of .extension which the 
Choctaw, Oklahoma and Gulf is push- 
ing in the southwest and the Impor- 
tant extensions in Texas by the Santa 
Fe, Southern Pacific, Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas, International and Great 
Northern, Texas and Pacific and other 
companies. Every one of the great 
western, northwestern and southern 
lines has considerable extensions under 
way or in view—Burlington, Chicago 
and Northwestern, Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul (credited, among other 
things, with a 700 mile project into 
Montana), Union Pacific, Northern Pa- 
cific, Great Northern, Missouri Pacific, 
Illinois Central, Southern, Louisville 
and Nashville and others, all reaching 
out long arms to new territories or 
shortening distances between Impor- 
tant points already served. 


J. J. Miller, an employee of the Penn- 


sylvania railroad, has invented a de- 
vice that is intended to solve the smoke 
nuisance on trains, says the New York 
Commercial Advertiser. 
This inven- 


tion consists of a pipe connection with 
the smokestack of the locomotive run- 
ning back over the entire passenger 
train, the sections being connected on 
the same principle as the airbrake. 
The average diameter of an engine 
smokestack is 14 inches, and the pipe 
that will run from it over the train is 
of the same diameter. The smo^e and 
cinders are thus passed over the entire 
train and escape on both sides of the 
rear coach at the bottom. 


The Great Eastern railway will in- 


troduce the baggage check system on 
its lines on June 1, says a London cable 
dispatch to the New York Sun. A small 
fse will be charged, but the adoption of 
the system by the passengers is option- 
al with them. The Caledonian railway 
is having 30 steel cars built at Leeds 
and 20 in America witn the object of 
comparing results,

LOCAL POSTOFFICE STATISTICS. 


Receipts of the Money Order Business 


Increases $23,000 During1 Past Tear. 


The business transacted at the local 


postofflce during the past year begin- 
ning April 1, 1900 and eniding- March 31, 


1901, 
has just been figured by Post- 


master Smith. The local postofflce has 
always been one of "Uncle Sam's pay- 
ing offices and the showing it has made 
the past year does not detract from its 
previous standing. 


The gross receipts at the office were 


$11,578.24 and the expenses were $9,- 
447.65, leaving a net balance for the 
government of 12,130.59. The coat 'of 
the free delivery service amounted to 
$4,i58.42. While the balance of the ejc- 
yenfaes was paid 
for salaries,, rent 


light, special delivery and other in- 
cidental expenses. 


The registry system, become more 


Important every year as the people are 
made aware 'of its benefits, especially 
the protection that is given to valuable 
mail matter. The system at the office 
shows that there is an increase in. the 
number of letters anld parcels register- 
ed proportionately as the advantages 
of the registry service becomes known 
During the past year S470 letters and 
parcels were registered which shows an 
increase of 533 over last year. 


The introduction of ftie system 
of 


registration of matter by the carriers 
oni their r,putes has been very generally 
availed of and now the department has 
made it a permanent feature of the ser 
vice. . 


The special delivery service has in- 


creased accordingly, the number de- 
livered last year was 585, an increase 
of 106 over the previous year. 


The money order business of the lo- 


cal office which showed anl increase of 
receipts 'laet year of $10,000, shows a 
still further increase of receipts thia 
year of $23,000. This department of the 
office is a separate and distinct busi- 
ness conducted by the postoffice depart 
ment. The facts presented are'the best 
possible evidence of the estimation in 
•which the montey-order system is held 
by the people of Adams. While the 
extraordinary advancement of its busi 
ness during the past year is a remark- 
abie illustration of the successful re- 
sults of the methods adopted by the 
postofflce department to improve and 
popularize this branch of the postal 


service. There were 956 more domestic 
orders issued and 237 more internal or- 
ders issued this and 88 less domestic 
and 3 less international orders paid.

The First Experiment Reported 


Progressing Favorably.

Tea culture may C^afly develop Into 


one of tbe more Important industries ol 
Louisiana, although at this time tbe 
outcome of experiments now being 
made is largely problematical. Out at 
the Louisiana experiment station DA 
W. C. Stubbs, who te in charge of tbe 
station, is conducting an elaborate ex- 
periment, and up to thin time tbe re- 
sults have been thoroughly satisfa* 
tory, eays a Nevr Orleans dispatch to 
the St. Louis Poet-Dispatch. 


He has an area of comfortable slz«, 


with 650 tea plants. They haye grown 
until they now range from six Inchei 
to one foot in height. They are healthy, 
vigorous looking plants, and if any in- 
jurious Influences, are at work no traces | 
of them can be found in the present 
colony of the plants. The growth haa 
been gradual aad healthy in every par- 
ticular, and Dr. Stubbs Is sanguine so 
far as the physical possibilities are con- 
eerned. 


He said the other day there was ne 


reason why Louisiana should not grow 
an elaborate tea crop, and the tea 
would be equal In quality to that 
grown in China. There would be one 
drawback. He was not so sanguine 
about the south's ability to manufac- 
ture tea on account of the character ot 
labor in Louisiana. The negro could 
not be depended upon to do the work. 
He would find it difficult to master the 
tedious processes necessary in getting 
tbe article into useful and marketable 
shape. 
v 


This work had received special atten- 


tion in South Carolina, where tea cul- 
ture had been carried on with much 
Bticcesa by Dr, Charles U. Shepherd. 
But- it had been necessary for Dr. Shep- 
herd to educate negro children in ordei 
to have the crop handled. He had es- 
tablished in connection with bis place 
a school of pickaninnies, and they were 
taught how to gather tea leaves and 
how to handle them in all their proc- 
esses of manufacture. 


"Here in Louisiana," said Dr. Stubbs, 


"we are even in a better position to 
successfully cultivate tea than they are 
In South Carolina. Oui natural advan- 
tages give us the first requirements. 
The tea plan demands a damp soil. We 
are well equipped in this respect. 
Whatever we lack in this respect we 
can overcome by irrigation. Tbe plants 
in my collection have not suffered on 
this account, and they are now in a 
thoroughly healthy condition. No blight- 
ing influences are at work, so^ far as 
present indications go, and I~atn in- 
clined to believe that, in a physical 
sense, there will be no sort of trouble 
about tea culture in the state of Louisi- 
ana. If we had a few Chinamen to 
handle it or a class of laborers equally 
as skilled in the details of the work, I 
am sure we would experience no seri- 
ous trouble in making tea culture an 
elaborate and profitable industry. How- 
ever, I am concerned now -simply in 
studying the question of the plant's 
adaptability to Louisiana soil. 
The 


question of the character of labor nec- 
essary in its culture and manufacture 
is another matter, and it is not neces- 
sary to deal with it at this time. I 
have been watching my plants with 
much concern, and probably within tlie 
next year I will be able to give out an 
intelligent statement with reference to 
the experiment." • 
•The Shepherd experiment in South 
Carolina was the first successful effort 
made to cultivate tea in the United 
States. But as early as 184S Dr. Ju- 
nius Smith, in the same state, experi- 
mented with tea culture oa a small 
scale, and, while his efforts did not al- 
together fail, it never excited much in- 
terest, and tea culture w^s abandoned. 


In 1881 the possibilities of tea cul- 


ture in tho United States were brought 
to the attention of congress, and an ap- 
propriation was made, but the money 
for some reason was not judiciously 
spent, and no good results were reach- 
ed. Later experiments proved that tea 
culture was easily within the reach of 
states in tbe lower regions of the 
American-republic, and since that time 
the best agricultural authorities of the 
country have been advocating the cul- 
tivation of tea upon an elaborate scale. 


The Shepherd experiment was begun 


ten years ago on a plantation near 
Summerville. The commencement was 
on a small scale. The acreage has 
gradually increased until now there 
are 50 acres in cultivation on the Shep- 
herd place. Each year the yield pel- 
acre has increased, and there has been 
much Improvement in the method of 
handling the product and putting it 
into useful condition. 


When the plants have arrived at the 


full bearing age, the yield on this place 
will amount to about 10,000 pounds of 
high grade tea, although in some in- 
stances an acre of jrronnd hn<> yipHprJ 
much more than 200 pounds of tea. 
But this yield would net a good profit 
to the man who cultivates tea. a profit 
much larger than that yielded by an 
acre planted in cotton.

To Prevent Building Accidents 


The legislature has passed a law that 


will be of interest to builders and work 
men on iron or steel framed struct- 
ures.as it is a measure to prevent acci- 
dents. The act provides that whenever 
in the erection of these buildings the 
spaces between1 the girders or floor 
beams of any floor are not fiilled or cov 
ered by the permanent flooring before 
another story is, added to the structure 
a close plank flooring: shall be placed 
and maintained over these spaces from 
the time the beams and girders are put 
n position until the permanent floor 
is laid. When openings are necessary 
for the hauling up of materials they 
are to be protected by stout railings. It 
is also provided that when the stories 
i.of any such building are 25 feet or more 
clear in hight a staging with a close
